HE Special Spring Ceremonial of 

Aleppo Temple, held in honor of 
Imperial Potentate Albert H. Fiebach, 
was opened in Talbot Hall, Mechanics 
Building, Boston, Massachusetts, Wed- 
nesday, March 31, 1943. 


There were 128 applications received 
for membership in the Temple and a 
ballot being spread the signers of these 
applications were accepted into the 
membership of the Temple. In addition 
to these new members 13 former mem- 
bers were reinstated to membership 
and one Noble affiliated. 


Upon motion duly seconded it was 
unanimously voted that the following 
distinguished visiting Nobles be elected 
to Honorary Membership in Aleppo 
Temple: Imperial Potentate Albert H. 
Fiebach ; Imperial Chief Rabban Alfred 
G. Axvold; Tt. Col. Raymond Lang, 
Post Chaplain at Camp Edwards, 
Mass., and Chaplain of Aleppo Temple. 


Frederick W. Powers, Past Potentate 
of Oriental Temple, Troy, N. Y.; Illus- 
trious Potentate Charles H. Lewis, 
Cairo Temple, Rutland, Vt.; Illustrious 
Potentate Lewis J. Sheaffer, Kora Tem- 
ple, Lewiston, Maine; Illustrious Po- 
tentate George G. Carr, Melha Temple, 
Springfield, Mass.; Illustrious Poten- 
tate Delbert W. Gross, Mount Sinai 
Temple, Montpelier, Vt.; Illustrious 
Potentate George H. Weller, Palestine 
Temple, Providence, R. I., and Illus- 
trious Noble Edward F. Robinson, Anah 
Temple, Bangor, Maine. 


The 128 new candidates were then 
escorted into the Temple where they 
received the first and third sections of 
the ritual, exemplified by the Ritual- 
istic Degree Team under the leadership 
of Noble Wilfred Mills, Director of 
Ritualistic work. 


Following the degree work the meet- 
ing was adjourned to be opened again 
in Grand Hall at 6.30 P.M. 


The Aleppo Stewards under Chief 
Steward Al Yarlott served a continu- 
ous buffet dinner to the 3,000 Nobles 
present from 5 to 7 P.M., which was 
well received despite necessary war- 
time ration restrictions. The Aleppo 
Band with Noble Walter M. Smith, Jr. 
wielding the baton, gave a band concert 
from 6.00 to 6.30 which was followed 
by the entrance of the Potentate and 
officers, officially opening the evening 
meeting and ceremonies. 


Illustrious Potentate Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr. then introduced to the 


Nobles of Aleppo the following dis- 
tinguished visitors:

Following the introduction of guests 
the national colors were displayed while 
the Shrine Band played the National 
Anthem and the entire Nobility pledged 
their allegiance to our country. 


Illustrious Potentate Wilson then 
presented Assistant Recorder Harvey B. 
Leggee, who addressed the Nobility ad- 
yising them that Aleppo Temple this 
year was celebrating its 60th anni- 
yersary, the charter of Aleppo Temple 
having been granted to Aleppo by the 
Imperial Council in 1883. In his re- 
marks he said: “It is quite evident the 
small group of seven Nobles who formed 
Aleppo Temple back in 1883 did not 
realize they were forming an organiza- 
tion which 60 years later would have a 
membership consisting of nearly 10,000 
red blooded American men. Nor did 
they believe that 60 years hence, this 
country, and the whole world would be 
involved in the greatest struggle of 
mankind. Today, we of Aleppo Temple 
are justly proud of the fact that 231 of 
our Nobles have answered the call to 
the colors in this great conflict. 
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“Our Temple is also celebrating an- 
other anniversary today; the 85th 
birthday anniversary of one of Shrine- 
dom’s most prominent and honored 
Nobles, our oldest living Past Potentate 
and Recorder, Walter W. Morrison. 
And as one who has had the pleasure 
of being associated with him in the 
office of Recorder for the past 16 years, 
it gives me great pleasure at this time 
to present to you, Illustrious Potentate 
Wilson, as a tribute to this great 
Shriner, a service flag in honor of the 
231 Nobles of Aleppo who are now 
serving in the armed forces of our 
country.” 


At the conclusion of the remarks of 
Asst. Recorder Leggee, a large service 
flag bearing the figures 231 was un- 
furled from the proscenium arch. As 
the flag unfurled the Nobility stood and 
sang America, which was led by the 
Aleppo Chanters and the Shrine Band. 


The honored guest of the evening, 
Imperial Potentate Albert H. Fiebach, 
was then introduced to the Nobles of 
Aleppo Temple. He told the Nobility 
of his many interesting visitations to 
Shrine Temples throughout the country 
and brought great applause when he 
said that he had not addressed a larger 
and more enthusiastic crowd of Nobles 
than those present. He also stated that 
the class of 128 candidates initiated at 
this ceremony was the third largest 
class of Novices he had seen in his 
visitations during the past year. 


The Imperial Potentate was very 
enthusiastically received by the Aleppo 
Nobles and will long remember this 
special Ceremonial held in his honor. 


A very impressive evening parade and 
review was staged by the uniformed 
units under the direction of acting Cap- 
tain William F. Sharpe, Jr., assisted by 
Chief of Staff, Henry D. Cormerais. 


Following the address by the Imperial 
Potentate the work of the second sec- 
tion of the ritual was carried out by 
Director Frank W. Watson and his 
members of the Degree Staff. 


The vaudeville show staged by 
Charles W. Pike concluded the eve- 
ning’s entertainment.
